ANGRY residents and 
councillors are oppos¬ 
ing a filling station’s 
bid to sell alcoholic 
drinks round the clock. 

The convenience store at 
the Total station in New¬ 
market High Street has 
applied for a licence vari¬ 
ation to allow the sale of 
alcoholic drinks for 24 hours 
a day. 

But people living nearby and 
local council members have said 
the move will just add to the 
town’s problems. 

Forest Heath District Council 
is currently considering whether 
to declare the town centre as a 
“cumulative impact area” which 
will make it more difficult for 
longer licences to be granted. 

The filling station, which has 
just undergone a major refurb¬ 
ishment, also wants a late-night 
refreshment licence to allow fast 
food to be sold between midnight 
and 5am. 

Coun Susan Honeyford, a 
Forest Heath councillor repres¬ 
enting the town’s St Mary’s 
ward, said: “I’m totally opposed 
to it, as are many of the local 
residents. 

“The only people who are 
going to be keen on buying 
alcohol in the small hours are 
going to be people who have 
already been drinking in 
Newmarket and are leaving the 
pubs and clubs and want to ‘top 
up’ on the way home.” 


She said there was already 
opposition to an application 
under the planning regulations 
to allow a kebab shop in the 
town to stay open until 3am. 

Police have previously argued 
that fast food outlets should not 
be allowed to stay open late at 
night because they act as “flash 
points” for violence. 

Town councillor Jane Bailey 
said: “This is causing great 


concern to the local residents. It 
will push the problems of the 
town centre further out (to the 
area near the filling station). 

“There are no other premises 
in the town which has a 24-hour 
licence. 

“It’s not practical, desirable or 
acceptable. 

A spokesman for Total said: 
“The application was made in 
full accordance with the 2003 


Licensing Act, which included 
displaying notices on site cont¬ 
aining full details, and we are 
now awaiting the outcome of the 
application. 

“Total is a responsible retailer, 
and operates many service 
stations across England and 
Wales with 24-hour alcohol 
licences, which offer extra 
convenience for customers.”

A DISPLAY of Christmas 
lights will help a pre¬ 
school’s bid to replace its 
building. 

Colleen Freigant, vice- 
chairman of Newmarket’s 
Ditton Lodge Pre-School, is 
opening her home in nearby 
Kings Drive for an afternoon 
to help raise money for the 
new building fund. 

After six years of fund¬ 


raising the pre-school has 
collected £33,000 - enough 
to pay for a new portable 
building - but it still needs 
£10,000 to pay for the 
installation of the building 
and the removal of the old 
one. 

Mrs Freigant previously 
opened her garden for 
people to view the 
Christmas decorations two 


years ago and raised £700. 
Lara Briggs, pre-school 
chairman, said: “We are very 
grateful to Colleen. Her 
Christmas lights are always 
worth seeing.” 

Her garden will be open to 
members of the public 
between 3.30 and 5.30pm 
on Saturday to collect 
money for the new building 
project. 


VILLAGERS have 
celebrated the re¬ 
turn of a spec¬ 
tacular commun¬ 
ity lights display - 
a year after they 
were blacked out 
due to a dispute. 

Residents at Spoon¬ 
ers Close in Dulling- 
ham have made their 
display bigger and 
better than ever. 

For seven years 
they had joined 
together to put up the 
displays around the 
close with many of 
the items specially 
imported from the 
United States. 

They raised thous¬ 
ands of pounds for 
charity and in 2005, 
the last time they 
were illuminated, 
they raised £3,600. 


But last year a new 
resident in the close 
complained that 
visitors coming to 
view the lights had 
obstructed access to 
garages and parking 
areas. 

Hereward Housing, 
now Sanctuary Here¬ 
ward, which owns 
most of the prop¬ 
erties, stepped in and 
asked the residents to 
make changes. But 
the residents decided 
not to have the 
display at all. 

Now they have 
staged a formal 
switch-on ceremony 
supported by radio 
station Q103 and hope 
to raise a lot more 
money for village 
organisations. 


THbutes to veteran soccer player 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a 
popular amateur footballer who 
died in a road crash. 

The death of Steve Hockley, a 
former Newmarket Town and 
Soham Town Rangers player, is 
the second blow to the local 
footballing world in a week. 

Mr Hockley, 54, died when his 
motorcycle was in collision with 
a Renault Espace in Fordham 
Road, Newmarket, on his way 
home from work on Monday 
Youth coach Jez Bird was 
killed in a crash last week and 
his funeral was being held today 
Kevin Grainger, chairman of 
Newmarket Town FC, said: “It’s 
been a really difficult time. The 


loss of Jez hit everyone hard. 

“I didn’t know Steve very well. 
I just knew him as a veteran 
player. It’s a sad loss and our best 
wishes go to his family” 

Mr Hockley worked as a 
graphic designer at the David S 
Smith packaging factory at 
Fordham. He had worked for the 
company, formerly Tillotsons of 
Burwell, for 38 years. 

As a local footballer he had 
won a number of Player of the 
Year awards and still played 
occasionally for the Newmarket 
Town veterans. 

His widow, Sandra, said: 
“Sometimes he would play Satur¬ 
day afternoon, Sunday morning 


and Sunday afternoon. The 
phone hasn’t stopped since the 
local sporting element heard.” 

As an artist he enjoyed draw¬ 
ing caricatures. Top jockey 
Frankie Dettori was the subject 
of one of his pictures which was 
given to Frankie by his agent at 
the time, Matty Cowing. 

He was a life-long motorcyclist 
and also enjoyed cycling. 

“He was so proficient in what¬ 
ever he did,” said Mrs Hockley. 
“Even if it was a Caravan Club 
fun run he would win. He 
enjoyed the camaraderie of the 
football clubs and had such a 
sense of humour. Everybody 
loved him.” 


He is survived by his daughter 
Luan, 25, grandson Jecho Maxon, 
a year old, and his father Pete, 78, 
who lives in Martin Road, 
Burwell. 

Mrs Hockley said: “He loved 
his family and his new 
grandson.” 

The funeral will be held at 
Dullingham Church, but the date 
has not been arranged. His 
family have asked for donations 
to Cancer Research UK and the 
British Motorcyclists Feder¬ 
ation’s charitable arm, the 
Foundation, which helps with 
the education and safety of 
motorcyclists. 
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Woman’s ‘moment of madness’ leads to ASBO 


A WOMAN chose Valen¬ 
tine’s Day to set fire to a 
rival’s car 

Kim Blinston, 45, then put 
a burnt newspaper through 
Clare Giddens’ letterbox. 

That “moment of 
madness” led to Blinston 
being handed an ASBO and a 
suspended prison sentence 
at Cambridge Crown Court 
last week. 

Speaking outside the court 
Blinston said: “On Valen¬ 
tine’s night I had a few 
drinks - about a third of a 
bottle of vodka, and went 
round to Clare’s house, it 
was about 11 o’clock. 

“I stood outside, next to 
her car, and lit a piece of 
newspaper, then I dropped it 
in the road. I got back in my 
car and thought, ‘what if the 
petrol tank explodes?’ I got 
out and stamped on the 
paper, then picked it up and 
pushed it through the 
letterbox.” 

Judge Jonathan Howarth 
told her: “I don’t think I need 


to tell you how unacceptable 
your behaviour was. For you 
to play with fire makes this a 
serious offence. You had 
several drinks and then went 
round to the victim’s home.” 

The court heard how care 
assistant Blinston, from 
Soham, had been furious 
that her estranged husband 
Gary, 44, was having an 
affair with Clare Giddens, 
who lived in the same town. 

Prosecutor Charles Kellett 
said: “She picked up the 
paper and pushed it through 
Miss Giddens’ letterbox. It 
hit the draught excluder and 
went out causing minor 
damage.” 

At an earlier hearing, 
Blinston admitted one 
charge of attempted arson 
being reckless as to whether 
life was endangered and one 
charge of criminal damage. 

Blinston was given a nine- 
month sentence suspended 
for two years and also 
ordered to pay £200 
compensation for damage to 


the car plus £200 costs. She 
was also ordered not to 
contact Miss Giddens and 
was made the subject of an 
ASBO. 

Later, Gary Blinston, 44, 
said the last few months had 
been an “absolute night¬ 
mare” for the family. He 
insisted it was Kim who had 
ended the relationship, 
despite his efforts to rekindle 
the romance. And his 
friendship with Miss Gidd¬ 
ens only blossomed after he 
and his wife had separated. 

He said: “What Kim has 
said is completely untrue. 
She was not scorned, and we 
were divorced when the 
incident happened. I was 
actually working in Daven- 
try that evening.” 

Miss Giddens, who is cur¬ 
rently unemployed, said: 
“Kim has lied and lied and 
lied and lied to Gary and me. 
I was alone in the house 
when it happened. I was very 
scared - she had threatened 
to kill me.”

She has said she will not stand 
for re-election at the SALC 
county executive committee. But 
she will continue as chairman of 
the Forest Heath area committee 
of SALC, the organisation for 
parish councils, until next 
autumn.

PRIMARY pupils in Wick- 
hambrook may be sent to a 
Haverhill comprehensive 
rather than Newmarket’s 
St Felix Middle School if 
the Suffolk schools shake- 
up goes through. 

The claim was made by Save 
Suffolk Middle Schools (SSMS), a 
protest organisation opposing the 
move to adopt a two-tier educ¬ 
ation system across Suffolk. 

“No mention was made in the 
original proposals of altering 
school catchment areas between 
pyramids,” said an SSMS spokes¬ 
man. 

Such a move would be “totally 
against” the wishes of parents - 
some of whom had moved to be 
in a particular school’s catch¬ 
ment area and would not be able 
to move again. 

Schools in the Haverhill area 
are among the first to be affected 
by Suffolk County Council’s 
decision to scrap middle schools 
and a first phase consultation 
period is coming to an end. 

SSMS claimed that teachers 
unsettled by Suffolk’s schools 
shake-up are already seeking jobs 
in Cambridgeshire, after being 
told they have no guarantee of 
keeping a job in Suffolk. 

Headteachers have not rec- 
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eived promised “recruitment and 
retention” packages to help them 
keep good staff through the 
reorganisation which is just at 
the first phase of its consultation. 

SSMS said that more than half 
the teachers in the Haverhill 
pyramid’s schools are actively 
seeking new jobs - across the 
boundary in Cambridgeshire. 

He said the organisation had 
kept a “watching brief” on the 
first consultation stage for the 
Haverhill area schools. 

“However, now that this is 
drawing to a close, we feel com¬ 
pelled to comment on the farcical 
nature of what has been happen¬ 
ing and the dire consequences 
that it is already having on the 
education of the children of 
Suffolk,” he said. 

“At the very least, the original 
decision should be overturned 
until more detailed plans and 
accurate costings for changes to 
all affected schools in Suffolk are 
submitted for independent 
scrutiny 

“Only then will anybody truly 
be able to decide if this massive 
upheaval and expenditure is 
really in the best interests of our 
children.” 


A Suffolk county council 
spokesman said they would not 
respond to comments made as 
part of the consultation. 

He would not confirm that 
teachers from the county are 
seeking jobs in Cambridgeshire. 

He said: “We are encouraging 
everyone to give their views on 
the proposed options for future 
education provision for the 
Haverhill and Lowestoft areas. 

“All views received as part of 
the consultation process will help 
inform the decisions made by the 
County Council’s Cabinet in 
March 2008.” 

Martin Goold, county secret¬ 
ary of the National Union of 
Teachers (NUT), said: “It’s under¬ 
standable that middle school 
staff, who have been told there 
are no guarantees that they won’t 
be made redundant, are looking 
to secure their future rather than 
waiting until actual closure. 

“The NUT is against the way in 
which the authority is going 
about this reorganisation.” 

He said that more job losses 
were likely because the county 
council was opting to create a 
sixth form centre in Haverhill 
and have pupils between 11 and 
16 at the secondary schools. 

“There would have been much 
simpler ways of doing this,” he 
said. 


Mourners say farewell to boxing coach 


HUNDREDS of mourners pack¬ 
ed the church for the funeral of 
leading boxing coach John 
Humphrey. 

About 300 people attended the 
service at Newmarket’s Roman 
Catholic Church of Our Lady 
and St Etheldreda last Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Mr Humphrey, 47, was chief 
coach at Newmarket’s New 


Astley Club where he helped to 
build the club’s reputation as 
one of the best in the region. 

He died on November 17 after 
battling with cancer. 

The funeral, followed by a 
burial service at the town’s 
cemetery, included the songs 
One Day at a Time and 
Whiskey in the Jar. It was 
conducted by retired priest 


Father Anthony Foreman. 

Mark O’Reilly, who took over 
as head coach when Mr 
Humphrey’s condition wors¬ 
ened, said: “His passing gave us 
all a bit of a shock although he 
has been suffering for a long 
time. It’s devastating for the 
club and his family but at the 
end of the day, at least John 
isn’t suffering any more.”

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Jets grounded again 


ABOUT 20 American fighter 
jets have been stopped from 
flying - just three days after 
US Air Force officials lifted 
a grounding order. 

A squadron of F-15C Eagle 
single-seat planes and the 
two-seat F-15D version at the 
Lakenheath base have been 
“stood down” for initial 
inspections and possible 
repairs. 

The aircraft had pre¬ 
viously been grounded - 
together with the whole of 


the USAF’s F-15 fleet - after 
a crash in the USA which 
was attributed to structural 
failure. 

Maintenance crews at the 
base have begun additional 
checks on the aircraft - 
which have been in service 
for about 30 years. 

The “stand down” order 
does not apply to the base’s 
two squadrons of newer F- 
15E Strike Eagle jets.

Threat to travellers 
who stayed too long 


DIRECT action may be taken 
to move travellers from land 
they have occupied for more 
than 18 months without coun¬ 
cil approval. 

Caravans should have moved off 
the site at Breach Drove, Beck Row, 
near Mildenhall, by the beginning of 
November after the families lost an 
appeal against the refusal of 
planning permission. 

Now Forest Heath District Council 
has warned it could take direct action 
to remove the travellers unless they 
move voluntarily. 

Gypsy rights campaigners have 
made a plea for the families to be 
allowed to stay. 

The issue is the latest clash 
between local authorities and 
travellers in the district. During the 
summer caravans and motor homes 
set up camp on Newmarket’s central 
green, The Severals, until a court 
order was obtained by Jockey Club 
Estates and the town council. 

The travellers returned in spite of 
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the order, but they only stayed a few 
hours after police warned that their 
vehicles could be seized. 

Now the area is to be fenced off, but 
the town council has had to apply for 
planning permission because the 
land is in the town’s conservation 
area. 

A planning inspector gave the 
Breach Drove travellers three months 
to move when she rejected their 
appeal against the council’s refusal of 
planning permission. 

Lucy Drake, the inspector who held 
a four-day public inquiry in June, 
ruled the land was “simply inapprop¬ 
riate and unsuitable” for use by cara¬ 
vans and mobile homes. 

She heard complaints from people 
living nearby about dogs running 
loose, bonfires, car dismantling and 
lorries coming and going. 

But one of the travellers who 


bought the land argued he and his 
family should be allowed to stay. 

Tom McDonald lives on the site 
with his wife, Mary Ann, their 
children and grandchildren as well as 
his brother and other family 
members. 

He said: “I have lived around here 
for more than 40 years. We own the 
land and this used to be the main 
parking spot for travellers.We don’t 
want to have bother with anybody. I 
don’t want the world, I just want to 
live in it in a simple way. 

“We’ve worked and we’ve saved for 
this piece of land. We’ve put 
everything into it.” 

However, a district council spokes¬ 
woman said the site should have been 
closed by November 3. 

She said: “The council did actively 
consider the human rights of the 
families before taking its decision. 

“We will fully comply with our 
responsibilities if the families, in the 
future, present themselves to us as 
homeless.” 


Horse research unit canters into sunset 


THE final act in the closure of 
a pioneering horse research 
unit was at the weekend when 
all the remaining equipment 
was sold at auction. 

Most of the 70 horses at 
Newmarket’s Equine Fertility 
Unit have already been found 
new homes. But about a dozen 
which were said to have been 
in poor health were put down. 

More than 300 items, 
ranging from horse tack and 
tractors to specialist scientific 
equipment, was sold by 
Cambridge-based auctioneers 
Cheffins. 

The unit, originally set up in 
1970 at the Animal Research 
Station in Cambridge, moved 
to the 114 Mertoun Paddocks 
site in Woodditton Road in the 


1980s and was officially opened 
by the Queen in April, 1986. 

It is closing after funding 
from the Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association dried 
up. 

The TBA refused to spend 
around £5 million on 
upgrading the unit so that it 
could be taken over by 
Nottingham University 

Professor Twink Allen, 
father-in-law of top jockey 
Frankie Dettori, has headed 
the unit for more than 30 years 
and pioneered breeding 
techniques which included 
work towards cloning. 

He is retiring at the age of 
67. But he condemned the 
closure as “a stupid, short¬ 
sighted decision.”

Maureen Kowalyk, who 
chairs the Mildenhall in 
Bloom committee, said: “I 
want to thank everyone who 
supported us. It’s been a 
difficult year with about eight 
people leaving the committee - 
mostly because they have left 
the area - and a lack of 
funding from local 
businesses. 

“We are hoping to enter the 
Anglia in Bloom competition 
again next year.” 

Appeal dropped 

AN APPEAL over plans for 
112 new homes at Red Lodge, 
near Newmarket, has been 
withdrawn. 

The developer, Zog II, has 
withdrawn an appeal against 
Forest Heath District 
Council’s failure to give a 
decision on the planning 
application within the time 
limit. 

The company wanted to build 
the houses on land off 
Turnpike Road, The Carrops 
and Green Lane, Red Lodge. 

Barriers stolen

A HEALTH trust has agreed 
to pay for a woman’s visit to 
a German clinic after a three 
year legal battle. 

Ann Belshaw went to a clinic in 
Munich for a scan on her back 
after being told she would have to 
wait a year for one at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital. 

She paid the £305 fee for the 
scan herself and has just won a 
legal battle to claim the cash back 
from Suffolk Primary Care Trust. 

As the case was about to be 
heard at London’s High Court the 
trust agreed to pay the cost of the 
scan as well as her legal fees. 

Mrs Belshaw, 56, said: “I’m not 
too bothered about the money It’s 
about the principle of the thing 
and whether the NHS can dictate 
when and where you can have 
treatment. 

“I hope this sets a precedent for 
other people.” 

Mrs Belshaw, of Kettlefields, 
Dullingham, decided to seek 
treatment abroad after being told 
by a consultant at Newmarket 
Hospital there would be a 12- 
month wait on the NHS for a scan 
to find out what was causing her 
constant back pain. 

She contacted Cambridge-based 
European Surgeries who 
arranged an appointment in 
Munich the following week. She 
flew out from Stansted and 
returned the same evening with 
the scan results. 

She said she had checked with 
her GP before going to Germany. 
But when she tried to claim the 
money back from the trust, which 
at the time was called the Suffolk 
West Primary Care Trust, she was 
told she should have got their 
approval first.

Mrs Belshaw, a secretary at 
Cambridge City Council, said: “I 
want to thank Brigid Hickey, of 
European Surgeries, for arrang¬ 
ing for me to go to Munich. She 
also helped with the legal issues 
and arranged for solicitors to take 
up the claim on a no-win, no-fee 
basis.” 

Ms Hickey said: “This is about 
freedom of choice. It’s a shame 
Ann has had to wait nearly four 
years for reimbursement. Treat¬ 
ment abroad is not more 
expensive than the NHS, and it 
could be a lot cheaper.” 

Although Mrs Belshaw has had 
the scan, she is still waiting for 
treatment to reduce the pain and 
is using pain-killers. 

She said she had decided not to 
go abroad for the operation on her 
back, but has been waiting since 
June of last year already and has 
taken up the issue with South- 
East Cambridgeshire MP James 
Paice.

Prosecution closes 
its case on Fallon 


PROSECUTORS have 
closed their case 
against jockey Kieren 
Fallon and five other 
men accused of race 
fixing. 

After two months of 
calling witnesses, Jonathan 
Caplan QC said he had 
finished his case. 

Old Bailey judge Mr 
Justice Forbes, who sent the 
jury away until later this 
week, told the jurors: “We 
have now reached the stage 
where there are matters of 
law which I have to deal 
with. 

“You will not be required 
at the earliest until Thurs¬ 
day” 

Fallon, a six-time cham¬ 
pion jockey, and the other 
five defendants are alleged 
to have plotted to stop 27 


horses running on their 
merits so a betting syndicate 
could win money when they 
lost. 

The jury have been told 
how jockeys conspired with 
the scam’s alleged ring 
leader, professional gambler 
Miles Rodgers, to throw 
races to win thousands of 
pounds on internet betting 
exchanges. 

Mr Caplan said the 
jockeys were briefed to fix 
the races, if necessary 
pulling their horses up if 
they looked like they were 
going to win to ensure 
Rodgers’ bets paid off. 

All of the races took place 
between December 2002 and 
September 2004, when 
Fallon, lived in Cowlinge, 
near Newmarket, and was 
stable jockey for Sir Michael 
Stoute. 


It is claimed the race¬ 
fixing conspiracy made a 
profit of £26,599 by betting 
on Ballinger Ridge to lose. 
The race saw Fallon banned 
for 21 days after a steward’s 
inquiry ruled he had made 
an error of judgment during 
the race at Lingfield on 
March 2,2004. 

But it is also claimed that 
Fallon lost his co-con¬ 
spirators hundreds of 
thousands of pounds when 
he kept winning races. 

Mr Caplan said Fallon 
sent a “revealing” series of 
text messages the day after 
winning a race that he was 
supposed to have lost as part 
of a race-fixing plot. The 
conspirators behind the plot 
calculated his victory on 
Daring Aim at Newmarket 
had cost them £138,000, the 
Old Bailey jury was told. 


The court heard how 
Fallon told Philip Sherkle, 
the alleged middleman in 
the scheme, how he feared: 
“They are watching me.” 
Fallon rode Daring Aim, 
which was owned by the 
Queen, to victory in the 
6.15pm at Newmarket on 
July 23, 2004. 

Jockeys Fallon, 42, 
formerly of Newmarket but 
now of Tipperary, Ireland, 
Fergal Lynch, 29, of Bor- 
oughbridge, North York¬ 
shire, and Darren Williams, 
29, of Leyburn, North 
Yorkshire, deny the charges. 
Philip Sherkle, Shaun 
Lynch, 38, of Belfast, and 
Miles Rodgers, 38, of 
Silkstone, South Yorkshire, 
also plead not guilty. 
Rodgers also denies 
concealing the proceeds of 
crime. 

The trial continues.

The former Makings and other 
buildings on the site were last used 
by a photo-processing company 
which closed about two years ago. 
Some of the other buildings are used

A planning officer’s report to the 
committee said granting permission 
for demolition of the buildings would 
not allow them to be knocked down 
without the agreement of the own¬ 
ers. 

Previous plans to redevelop the site 
with 72 homes were rejected by the 
council. 

That decision was supported by a 
planning inspector, who dismissed 
an appeal by the developers.

update 

flats 



MORE than £2 mill¬ 
ion is being spent to 
update flats for the 
elderly 

Kings Forest Hous¬ 
ing, which owns the 
Regent Court flats in 
Newmarket, is also 
spending nearly £1 
million to improve 
seven nearby blocks of 
flats at Icewell Hill. 

Regent Court, a shel¬ 
tered housing scheme 
for retired people in 
Rowley Drive, New¬ 
market, is nearly 
40-years-old. The 36 ten¬ 
ants have been moved 
to other flats owned by 
the housing asso¬ 
ciation, which took 
over all of Forest Heath 
District Council’s homes 
three years ago. 

The building is being 
stripped to a shell as 
major internal work is 
carried out. New win¬ 
dows are also being 
installed. 

The flats were pre¬ 
viously bedsit-type 
units with a shared 
bathroom. 

Now the association 
is providing new 
kitchens and bath¬ 
rooms to create 31 self- 
contained flats.

would also be installed. 

He said the scheme 
would also use “green” 
energy to provide elec¬ 
tricity for communal 
area via a photo-voltaic 
system. 

Tenants, who moved 
out of Regent Court so 
that the work could be 
carried out, would be 
given the option of 
moving back when the 
work was completed 
late summer or early 
autumn of next year. 

At the same time 
contractors are also 
starting work on a 
scheme costing nearly 
£1 million to improve 
the adjoining Icewell 
Hill flats. 

Main improvements 
include better security 
and fire alarms. 

There was criticism 
a year ago after a fire 
in the basement led to 
the evacuation of one 
of the blocks. 

Some residents com¬ 
plained that they were 
not alerted soon 
enough. 

After the work at 
Regent Court is com¬ 
pleted, attention will 
switch to Barling’s 
Court, Newmarket 
where 24 bedsits are to 
be upgraded.

Christmas can take its toll 


PARTYING, shopping, and 
all the rush and excitement 
associated with Christmas is 
part of the festivities but it 
can take a toll on our health. 

If you swan through the run-up 
and the holiday without one 
ailment you’re in the minority 

“This time of year always sees a 
rise in patients coming in with 
niggling ailments like tension 
headaches or backache and 
problems like indigestion and 
heartburn as a result of over¬ 
indulging in rich food and alcohol,” 
says GP Dr Paul Stillman. 

Here are the most common 12 
ailments of Christmas with tips 
and treatments to help prevent or 
cure them. 

HANGOVER 

High doses of caffeine and 
painkillers are traditional 
remedies, but you could try 
avoiding a throbbing head 
altogether by sleeping on a 
Hangover Pillow, £7.50, after a 
heavy session. 

The blend of Himalayan herbs 
inhaled by users ensures, 
according to makers Wild Earth, 
that nausea and headache dissipate 


and you awaken sharp and alert by 
morning. 

CRAMP 

Around 13 million of us suffer 
regular night cramps - eight in 10 
people have suffered from muscle 
cramp at night - but during the 
party season this number increases 
as we drink and dance the night 
away 

Dr Stillman says: “Dehydration 
and unaccustomed exercise can 
both trigger cramp particularly in 
the legs. Drinking Indian tonic 
water - which contains quinine - 
can help reduce attacks.” 

BAD BREATH 

Don’t blow chances of romance at 
Christmas parties because of this 
embarrassing symptom. Avoid or 
minimise it by conscientious dental 
hygiene: brush, floss and use a 
tongue cleaner. 

ASTHMA 

Hidden asthma triggers can ruin 
festive cheer for sufferers. Dusty 
decorations brought out of storage 
can set off attacks for some. 

Asthma UK suggests wiping 
decorations before putting them up 
and shaking artificial trees outside 
to shed dust before displaying. 


SORE THROAT 

Tingling or burning in the throat is 
a symptom of inflammed tissues in 
the larynx, pharynx and tonsils. 

Uncomplicated sore throats 
usually last up to three days and 
are viral and don’t respond to 
antibiotics. Coughing, which is a 
symptom of both infections, can 
aggravate the throat and make it 
feel worse. 

HEADACHE 

All the stress of the preparations 
can provoke headaches, says Dr 
Stillman. “It’s definitely one of the 
most common ailments and makes 
life difficult for many people.” 

He recommends over-the-counter 
treatments containing 

paracetamol, such as Panadol, 
which is gentle on the stomach. 

COLD SORES 

Those 30 million UK sufferers from 
this troublesome virus know that 
cold winds, flu and tiredness can 
trigger an attack of unsightly, 
painful sores on the mouth. 

Try to avoid a break-out by using 
a UV protection lip balm. Garlic, 
which has anti-viral properties, can 
be taken fresh or in capsule form 
and may help. 


SORE EYES 

Winter’s cool winds and drier air 
indoors can irritate eyes and those 
who wear contact lenses are 
especially vulnerable. 

Dr John Hill, senior eye surgeon, 
at Optimax which specialises in 
laser eye surgery, says: “Using eye 
drops a few times a day can help 
ward off irritation.” 

CHILBLAINS 

Chilblains - itchy red swellings 
usually on the toes - are caused by 
the skin’s abnormal reaction to 
cold. Damp conditions, hormone 
imbalance, or dietary factors can 
cause them. 

Don’t scratch them and use 
soothing lotions such as witch 
hazel and calamine. If the skin is 
not broken paint them with a 
mixture of friar’s balsam and a 
weak solution of iodine, which a 
pharmacist can prepare. 

COLD FEET 

Warm tootsies with Carnation 
Silversocks, £5.99, made from pure 
silver fibres which act as a natural 
heat thermostat. They’re 
particularly recommended for 
those with poor circulation.

INDIGESTION 

Large portions and rich meals can 
result in many suffering 
indigestion. 

Dyspepsia, its medical name, is a 
collection of symptoms, the main 
one being a pain in the chest. 
Feeling bloated or uncomfortably 
full are other symptoms. 

Dr Stillman says: “Rest your 
stomach by not eating when you 
feel like this. There are antacid 
remedies to reduce stomach acid.” 

TIREDNESS 

Broken nights worrying about that 
never-ending list of tasks can leave 
you worn out. Scientists believe 
that looking at the point between 
the eyebrows slows down brain 
waves and stimulates a gland 
where sleep inducing melatonin is 
produced.

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Bed crisis hits hospital 



ADDENBROOKE’S has 
barred all but emer¬ 
gency admissions as it 
battles with a desperate 
beds crisis. 

A letter from the giant 
Cambridge hospital to local 
GPs reveals the hospital has: 

■ NO general medical beds 
available for new adult 
patients. 

■ NO beds for paediatric 
cases - sick children. 

■ ONLY a limited number of 
beds for surgical and inten¬ 
sive care cases. 

The letter, from the hosp¬ 
ital trust’s On Call director 
Craig Black, urges family 
practitioners and on-call 
doctors not to refer patients 
to Addenbrooke’s if possible. 

It says: “The trust is still 
experiencing extreme pres¬ 
sure. We have no available 
medical beds, no paediatric 
beds and very limited sur¬ 
gical and intensive treatment 
unit capacity 

“Despite engaging all our 
available medical staff we 
are predicting extremely 
limited discharges. 

“All measures continue to 
be taken to maximise dis¬ 
charges and create bed 
capacity - however unless 
activity reduces we antici¬ 
pate the situation deter¬ 
iorating further. 

“To enable us to provide a 
safe service for all patients

who are already in the 
hospital, we need to restrict 
our admissions. Patients 
should only be sent to 
hospital after discussion 
with the GP liaison sisters or 
relevant on-call physician/ 
surgeon. 

“Should any patients be 
able to remain at home 
even for a further few 
hours, this would help us 
tremendously.” 

The crisis in Cambridge 
has been building up since 
the summer. 

In May, it was disclosed it 
was facing a dire shortage of 
beds, and was operating a 
colour-coded alert system - 
with a black alert the most 
serious category banning all 
but emergency admissions. 
That state of alert is now 
back in force. 

Only a few days ago, 
ambulances at another of 
the region’s big hospitals, the 
Norfolk and Norwich, had to 
queue up because doctors 
had run out of beds. 

Paramedics were forced to 
treat patients in the back of 
the vehicles. 

The crisis at Adden¬ 
brooke’s was brought into 
sharp focus by the tragic 
death of a two-year-old girl 
whose parents had repeated¬ 
ly asked - without success - 


for her to be referred to the 
Cambridge hospital. 

Little Deniz Tas, the 
daughter of a Turkish refu¬ 
gee couple, was suffering 
from a serious infection - 
and died in an ambulance on 
the way to Addenbrooke’s. 

Dr Sule Alan, spokes¬ 
woman for the Cambridge 
Turkish-Kurdish Speak- 
ers’Association, said that 
pressure on GPs not to refer 
patients may have been a 
factor in Deniz’s death. 

In response, Chris Banks, 
chief executive of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Primary Care 
Trust, denied GPs were 
failing to send emergencies 
to casualty in a bid to reach 
targets. 

He said: “Whilst the PCT 
is working with GPs to 
ensure health care is 
provided in the community 
wherever possible, this does 
not apply to urgent cases 
which need hospital care.” 

Two GPs contacted our 


sister paper, the Cambridge 
Evening News, anonymous¬ 
ly, however - claiming that 
the beds crisis is putting 
practitioners under severe 
pressure. 

One said: “Any prevent¬ 
able premature death is a 
tragedy. To lose a child, 
especially when you have 
repeatedly expressed con¬ 
cern for their health and 
used health services appro¬ 
priately and feel inadequate 
action was taken, must feel 
completely devastating. I can 
only imagine the pain the 
parents are enduring. I am a 
GP and also have a family 

“The News quotes the PCT 
as saying it is not exerting 
any pressure on GPs not to 
admit emergencies. 

“I would be surprised if 
we are the only practice to 
have had written targets as 
to desired reductions in 
referrals over the current 
financial year - to include 
out-patient, in-patient (elect¬ 


ive and ‘non elective un¬ 
scheduled’) and A&E attend¬ 
ances. ‘Non elective unsched¬ 
uled admissions’ is manage¬ 
ment speak for emergency 
referrals. So their comment 
doesn’t entirely stack up. 

“You will be hard pushed 
to find a GP locally who will 
let this influence emergency 
admissions, but there is 
definite pressure regarding 
non-urgent work. And whilst 
most GPs will agree they try 
and remain entirely un¬ 
influenced by this pressure, 
in a way this may well have 
some effect, in just the same 
way the irritating repetitive 
advert on TV gets recalled 
when you see the product in 
the supermarket and sub- 
liminally you choose that 
over other equivalents.” 

The GP also spoke out in 
defence of the doctor invol¬ 
ved in Deniz’s case, Dr Hugh 
Dawson, saying: “I do not 
know him personally but am 
well aware of the excellent 
reputation of his practice in 
Lensfield Road. I would be 
most surprised if there was 
any GP who could look back 
and say there was never any 
occasion that things could or 
should have been done 
differently” 

A second GP, who also did 
not want to give his name, 
said he had been asked to cut 
emergency admissions. 

“I was told by the PCT that 
I had made too many un¬ 


planned general and acute 
admissions, and that I 
should reduce the figure by a 
certain percentage. We are 
under enormous pressure to 
save money. If I fail to refer 
and get into trouble, I am 
certain that no help would be 
forthcoming from the press¬ 
urising source. But we refer 
those we feel need it.” 

Martin Booth, chairman of 
the Cambridge branch of 
UNISON, admitted the 
current crisis came as no 
surprise. 

He said: “UNISON has 
been saying for around two 
years that the NHS is under¬ 
funded in the eastern region. 
I think the situation is going 
to get worse unless the 
Government provides a 
much-needed injection of 
funds. 

Commenting on the latest 
bed shortage, a spokesman 
for Addenbrooke’s said: “We 
are on black at the moment 
and working hard to take 
this back down to the next 
level, red. To enable us to 
maintain a safe service for 
all the patients who are 
already in the hospital and to 
continue treating all emerg¬ 
encies, we have asked our GP 
colleagues to help us through 
this period of extreme 
pressure by considering the 
options for their patients - 
such as arranging outpatient 
appointments or treatment 
in the community”

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One person dies on 
roads every five days 


SHOCKING new figures 
reveal the death toll on 
the region’s roads has 
rocketed with one person 
dying every five days. 

Last week saw three more 
lives lost in horrific car crash¬ 
es, bringing the number of 
victims to 76 already this year 

The sickening rate of fatal¬ 
ities is already above the total 
of 64 for ah of 2006. 

Pc Tony Barrios, casualty 
reduction officer for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police, said: “It’s 
an appalling loss of life. It’s 
very sad for everyone con¬ 
cerned when someone dies on 
the roads. It’s a tragedy for the 
family and friends and it’s also 
upsetting for my colleagues 
who deal with these incidents. 

“The majority of collisions 
are caused by driver error and 
it’s very rarely due to a mech¬ 
anical defect.” 

The highest annual death 
toll in recent years came in 
2000 when 81 people were 
killed. 

Lorna Jackson, from road 
safety charity Brake, has urged 
the Government to bring for¬ 
ward improvements to the A14 
- the region’s most deadly 
road. She said: “Seventy six 
deaths is an absolutely huge

number - it’s shocking to know 
people are dying every week 
like this. 

“We would urge the auth¬ 
orities to act now and put in 
place the engineering meas¬ 
ures to make the A14 and other 
deadly roads safer. How many 
more people must lose their 
lives before something is 
done?” 

A survey by a motoring web¬ 
site ranked the A14 as one of 
the UK’s worst roads, finishing 
eighth on a list of the country’s 
most accident-prone highways. 

A14 campaigner John Brid¬ 
ge, chairman of Cambridge¬ 
shire Chamber of Commerce, 
said: “The statistics for deaths 
on the region’s roads are quite 
chilling. 

“But regretfully we will con¬ 
tinue down this path and 
indeed things will get worse as 
the volume of traffic increases 
on our roads. 

“The A14 improvements 
are already five years behind 
schedule - how many more 
people will die in this period 
due to the inaction of 
authorities? 


“No-one seems to care and 
no-one is taking responsibility 
for this appalling situation.” 

A man died last Friday 
morning when he was involved 
in a three lorry pile-up on the 
A14 near Stow-Cum-Quy. The 
previous day, a 63-year-old 
woman from the Haverhill 
area died in Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital following a crash on 
the A505 in Pampisford on 
Tuesday 

Rosamund Patten, 68, a rear- 
seat passenger in the same car, 
died in the crash. 

One of the first fatalities of 
the year happened on the road 
between Queen Adelaide and 
Littleport when 72-year-old 
Janet Parisi, of Little Down- 
ham, careered into a waterway 

In March, a couple were 
killed after crashing on the 
Fordham bypass on their way 
to the airport. 

Paul Adams, 40, and Kath¬ 
ryn Dunn, 26, were described 
by friends as the “perfect 
couple”. 

Also killed that month was 
44-year-old Graham Thorby, of 
Wilburton, who died when his 
truck crashed on the A1065 
near Eriswell. 

In June, Histon librarian 
Mary Scott, 60, was killed 
when she was hit by a lorry as 


she cycled along Glebe Way 

Several others killed on the 
roads this year have been 
children and teenagers. 

Imogen Barker, 15, was 
killed on the notorious A1307 
on a dark February night as 
she was attempting to cross the 
road on her way home to 
Shudy Camps. 

Eight-year-old William Elb- 
row, from Thrapston, North- 
ants, was killed when the car 
he and his parents were 
travelling in was involved in a 
smash on the A14 near Stow- 
Cum-Quy in May 

And Charles Pleasants, 17, 
died while riding a motorbike 
in Barrington in March when 
he was hit by a car just yards 
from his home in Orwell Road. 

Pc Barrios urged drivers to 
take more care. He said: “My 
advice to drivers would be to 
read up on the Highway Code, 
if they don’t have a copy then 
they should buy one. They’re 
only £2.50 so it’s a perfect 
stocking filler for Christmas. 
You don’t see many serious 
accidents involving learner 
drivers and that’s because they 
are driving according to the 
rules of the road. I think 
motorists need to be reminded 
of the standards they learned 
when they began driving.”

A PUBLIC inquiry will be 
staged to hear appeals 
against the refusal of 
planning permission for a 
stable development in 
Newmarket. 

Three attempts to get 
permission to split Kremlin 
Stud in Snail well Road into 
two separate stable yards 
were rejected by Forest 
Heath District Council in the 
past year. 


The council ruled that 
splitting the establishment 
from the existing yard and 
paddocks would reduce 
the effectiveness of the 
stables and be against the 
policy to protect 
horseracing in the town. 
The company that wants to 
create the new stables, 
FMFM Ltd, has appealed 
against the council’s refusal 
of permission for the 


scheme which includes 
demolition of an American 
barn and converting a 
hayloft into 

accommodation for the 
head groom at the stables. 
Now a planning inspector 
will hold a two-day public 
inquiry starting on 
Thursday, February 21. The 
hearing will be at the 
council’s headquarters in 
Mildenhall. 


Sailor died after 


yacht capsized 


A SAILOR died after 
the keel snapped off 
a yacht and capsized 
the vessel. 

The Max Fun 35 yacht 
Hooligan V sank off the 
Devon coast at Prawle 
Point, near Salcombe. 

It was travelling to its 
home port of Southamp¬ 
ton from Plymouth, 
where it had undergone 
refit work hours earlier. 

An inquest heard on 
Monday that owner Edw¬ 
ard Broadway and three 
crew members were res¬ 
cued, but Jamie Butcher, 
27, pictured, from Milden¬ 
hall, was killed in the 
incident on February 3. 

A Marine Accident 
Investigation Branch 
(MAIB) report into the 
incident - revealed in the 
Weekly News earlier in 
the year - found that work 
was carried out on the 
keel by a sub-contractor 
with no marine exper¬ 
ience and the design was 
changed without adequa¬ 
tely assessing the stresses 
on it. 

The report found the 
faults were not spotted 
when the Hooligan V was 
taken into Plymouth for 
repairs and maintenance 
in November 2006. 

Mr Broadway, who has 
55 years of sailing exper¬ 
ience, said he attached no 
blame for what happened 



at Fast Tack, the Plym¬ 
outh company which car¬ 
ried out the maintenance, 
although he did say he 
asked the firm to look at 
the keel bolts. 

He said the bolts were 
checked twice a year and 
before major races as they 
could become loose. He 
was planning to tighten 
them again when he ret¬ 
urned the yacht to South¬ 
ampton. 

Mr Broadway and his 
crew of experienced sail¬ 
ors, Graham Elliott and 
John Charnock, plus the 
less experienced William 
Robinson and Mr Butcher, 
collected the yacht on 
February 2 after the work 
was finished. 

After carrying out a 
safety check they set sail 
at 11pm, but at about 3am, 
when Mr Broadway was 
below deck, the yacht 
capsized. 

“The boat was upside 
down,” he said. “The wat¬ 


er was up to my waist. I 
collected the flare pack 
and the grab bag, which 
contains a lot of things 
that would be useful if 
you have to take to the 
lifeboat. 

“I don’t remember try¬ 
ing to get out, but I 
remember breaking the 
surface and gasping for 
breath. I made my way to 
the rear of the boat and 
found John, Graham and 
William, I asked what had 
happened to Jamie, but no 
one had seen him after he 
entered the water.” 

The MAIB report said 
that unknown to the 
Dutch designer of the 
vessel, the Dutch builder 
sub-contracted construct¬ 
ion of the hollow keel to a 
steel fabricator who had 
no marine experience. 

The report said: “The 
fabricator changed the 
design of the keel to ease 
manufacture and to 
reduce costs, but without 
adequately assessing the 
stresses to which the keel 
would be subjected when 
in service.” 

In 2005, the vessel’s 
owners contracted a UK 
yacht designer to optimise 
the yacht for racing and a 
further 160kg was added - 
something which had 
exacerbated the situation, 
the MAIB said. 

The inquest, in Ply¬ 
mouth, was adjourned.

I’VE developed a soft spot 
for the BMW M3. 

The coverage the new E92 M3 
has received in the past months 
has led me to regard this new 
Beemer as an old friend. Absorbing 
numbers, scrutinising styling 
details, marvelling at audio clips of 
the raucous V8 - it’s as if we’d 
known each other our entire lives. 
Of course that is not the case and 
the E92 is very much the new kid 
on the block. 

So, what can I tell you about the 
latest M3 coupe that you won’t have 
already heard? Truthfully . . . 
nothing, chances are you’ll have 
heard it all before, but how does it 
rank amongst its predecessors? 

Upon seeing the M3 for the first 
time I was surprised at its size. I 
knew it was going to be bigger than 
the standard coupe, but its new 
dimensions almost caricature the 
lesser 3-Series models. The most 
noticeable addition is the 
“powerdome” on the bonnet, but 
larger air intakes, an all-carbon 
fibre roof and a set of four 
chromed pipes complete this new 3- 
Series on steroids. 

Inside, there’s little to set the M3 
apart from the rest of the range.

It’s comfortable, well made and 
everything we’ve come to expect 
from BMW, without the 
ostentatious styling of the exterior. 

Press the start button and the 
4.0-litre V8 fires crisply, but jumps 
to life with only a low grumble, 
resting in a comfortable but 
uninspiring idle. Only when I 
gently feather the pedal do I begin 
to feel its potential. Itching to go, I 
pull out onto the road. I find second 
gear, at just 6,000rpm, well below 
the 8,400rpm red line, giving me 
just a brief snippet of the eight- 
strong choir beneath the ’dome. 
Second gear soon ends, but I want 
to hold on to third a while longer 
though that ends too quickly, this 
time through no fault of my own. 
Pull down into fourth on the ’box

and power continues, but sadly the 
road does not. 

Having experienced the range of 
the engine, I can now say how truly 
magnificent the M3’s engine is. 
Clever electronics mean there is a 
seemingly endless stream of power 
all the way up to the rev limit. To 
fully appreciate the BMW’s 
potential, I pressed the “M Drive” 
button - and I was in a totally 
different car. The throttle response 
sharpened and the steering 
assistance was toned down a notch. 
Dampers were tensed and the 
stability control relaxed which 


meant a far less predictable ride. 

So, what have I learnt from my 
time with the M3 that I wouldn’t 
have been able to tell you before? I 
now know that the initial 
commotion was justified, this 
really is a spectacular car. What’s 
now troubling me is that my 
benchmark for affordable fun has 
been shattered.

‘Just hit it’ injuries are 
up for men ‘mechanics’ 


MEN are risking injury by 
turning to brute force under 
the bonnet. 

Men are more than twice as 
likely as women to risk injury 
while working in the garage, 
according to research by car 
care specialist, Comma. 

When it comes to releasing 
a jammed, rusty bolt, 40 
percent of men’s advice 
amounted to: “Just hit it with 
something!” 

While six out of 10 women 
say they would ask for help if 
they were having trouble 
moving a bolt, 40 per cent of 
men would tell them the best 
way to solve the problem is to 
apply a bit of brute force. 


And it seems that men are 
keen as ever to maintain their 
macho image, with a further 
44 per cent preferring to risk 
injury by putting all their 
weight on a spanner to move 
it, and another six per cent 
kicking it before they ask for 
help. 

Women are less than half 
as likely to resort to brute 
force as men, with only 18 per 
cent saying that they would 
hit a spanner and the same 
number using all their weight. 

“People need to be 
sensible when working on 
their cars,” said Comma 
spokesperson Mike Bewsey. 
“Hitting a spanner or putting 
too much 
weight on it 
could result in 
you damaging 
your car, your 
tools, or even 
yourself.”

PAT McAleese will follow in his 
father’s footsteps when he takes his 
first steps into the professional ring in 
the new year. 

The Newmarket boxer said it was his 
dad Paddy, who boxed as a pro in the 
1970s, that had inspired him to try his 
luck in the paid ranks after a promising 
amateur career with Haddenham and 
New Astley. 

McAleese, who hopes to gain his 
professional licence before Christmas 
with a view to having his first bout next 
February, said: “My dad has helped me 
more than anyone. 

“He didn’t push me into it, but I look up 
to him and he’s the one that guides me 
and I think I’ve got enough 
determination and dedication to 
make it. 

“I’ve been training like a pro for the last 
couple of years, getting up at 5am to go 
running in the pouring rain six days a 
week so I know what to expect.” 
McAleese boxed for England in a match 
against Italy two years ago as well as 
making it to the last four of the Senior 
ABA Championships and NACYP 
Championships. 

But at 21, after a patchy spell following 
his switch to New Astley last year - 
ending with a second defeat to 
Sheffield ABC’s Sam Sheedy in 
September - he felt it was time to make 
the step up. 

“I haven’t got an amateur style and the 
computer scoring that’s used tends to 


go against me,” said McAleese. 

“I’d rather take my time and go at a 
slower pace as I get stronger as a fight 
goes on. 

“New Astley were trying to take away 
my aggressive style and make me more 
of a boxer when I’m naturally a fighter - 
it’s like trying to turn a pool player into a 
snooker player straight away. 

“I’ve got a style that’s suited to the pros 
and this is a good age to do it. 


“If you leave it too late, you’re hitting 
your peak and then it’s all over.” 
McAleese believes he is capable of 
making an impact in the welterweight 
division and has ambitions to win the 
British title. 

He certainly stands a big chance with 
the strong likelihood of promotion by 
Frank Maloney as well as being trained 
by top coach Johnny Eames. 

McAleese has been working with the 


likes of WBO and IBF Inter-Continental 
super-featherweight champion Kevin 
Mitchell and Commonwealth 
bantamweight champion Martin Power 
during his spell at Eames’ London gym. 
“It has been brilliant seeing what they 
do and looking up to them,” he said. 
“I’ve learned more in the last two 
months than I did in the past two years 
and now I can’t wait to have my first 
bout.”

VICTORIA Pendleton took a step 
closer to earning her place in the 
British squad for the Olympic Games 
after taking gold in the opening round 
of the Track Cycling World Cup.
